In the last month of the year 1916, 
after the collapse of Rumania, Germany 
seriously attempted to obtain favorable 
‘peace terms frém her enemies, believing 
she had proved berself invincible. The at- 
tempt failed. Ruthless, unrestricted 
marine warfare against the whole world fol- 
lowed. The United States was forced into 
the fray and the-conflagration increased in 
scope and range and intensity. 

A similar situation faces the world today. 
Again with Russia prostrate under her fron 
heel, Germany is trying out the peace sentt 
ments in the Allied nations. The recent pub- 
lic declarations of Von Hertling and Count 
Czernin and the frank replies of President 
Willson, Lioyd George and Clemenceau were 
more than a mere restatement of where each 
nation stands. They were the first attempt 
at practical peace negotiations under the 
President's new ftegime of outspoken 
diplomacy that demands the presentation of 
case before a fury of all the people.

There is ob- 
viously no personal vanity in her, her face 
has never known the cosmetics and beaut!- 
fiers dear to the modern woman. Her eyes 
look very earnest, very tragic, and while the 
message she brings has been told a hundred 
times by voice and print, her personality 
gives it a deeper weight, her direct plea a 
greater response. To the end of her life, 
Jane Addams will stand for service, and if 
for a brief spell she won the undesirable 
title of “Pacifist’—among those who would 
tolerate the perpetration of a great wrong, 
the submergence of the highest principles of 
human faith end belief in the face of evil 
aggression—-she obviously stands before the 
country now an earnest, though sad, ad- 
herent of the Allies’ cause. 

Jane Addams, a highly cultured woman, 
graduate of Yale, with a great heart com- 
bineq with a wide intellect, has written 
many books designed to inspire the social 
conscience to practical sympathy, to make 
the world a better place for the weaker 
brother. 


ES, THERE'S A HELL! 

Capt. Amundsen, the noted Norwegian 
explorer, is urging the Scandinavians of 
America to help build ships as revenge upon 
the Germans for their many sea murders. 
The old Bible saying, “Vengeance is mine, 
I will repay, thus saith the Lord,” muat be 
true or else there is no such thing as abso 
lute justice.

New Kind of Pro-German 
Plot Uncovered Here. 


Propaganda Aims at Holding 
Back Returns. 
Revenue Agents Seek Source 
of Movement. 


Baring a new kind of pro-German 
plot, Collector of Internal Revenue 
Carter announced yesterday that he 
has received from reliable sources 
information of propaganda dis- 
seminated here and having for its 
object the withholding of income 
tax returns. | 

In the localities where this propa- 
ganda has been spread there is un- 
usual dereliction in the making out 
of the tax returns, and the condition 


appears to be the direct result of 
a studied effort on* the part of 
enemies of the country to discourage 
compliance with the law. 

Special revenue agents are on the 
trail of the un-American movement, 
so that the matter may be presented 
to the Federal grand jury for in- 
dictments. Swift punishment for the 
gtilty is promised. 
| RETURNS OF FARMERS. 


The following is the latest ruling 
received by Collector Carter from 
the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment relating to the operation of the 
income tax law concerning the re- 
turns of farmers: 

“The term ‘farm’ embraces the 
farm in the ordinary accepted sense 
and includes ranches, stock farme, 
dairy, poultry, fruit and truck farms, 
and all land used for these pur- 


poses. 

“All profits and income derived 
from the sale or exchange of farm 
products, whether produced on the 
farm or purchased and resold by 
the farmer, must be Included in the 
return of income for the year. 
“All items of expense connected 
with the planting, cultivating and 
marketing of a crop, or the care, 
feeding and marketing of live stock. 
may be claimed as deductions only 
in the return rendered for the year 
when euch expenditures are made. 


~ BALES AND INCOME. 


“Where the cost of stock or farm 
products purchased in 1816 or any 
previ year, for resale, or the ex- 
pense of producing stock or produce 
on the farm has been claimed as a 
deduction or taken into consider+- 
tion in ascertaining the farmers’ 
Mability to income tax for some year 
prior to 1917, and the stock or farm 
products so purchased or produced 
were sold during the latter year, the 
entire proceeds of the eale are to be 
returned as income for the year in 
which the sule was made. 
“Farmers who keep books which 
Clearly show the net income and 
take annual inventories, may pre- 
pare their returns in accordance 
pith the showing made by the books 
and inventories. 

“Live stock purchased for draft, 
breeding or dairy purposes, er for 
any purpose other than «a resale. 
may be included in the inventory for 
each year at a figure which will re- 
flect the reduction in value estimated 
to have occurred during the ‘year

OPERATION OF FARM. 

“All corporations, partnerships and 
individuals engaged in the live- 
stock or farming business, which 
do not keep books of account and 
‘ascertain their gress income by in- 
ventory, should prepare their returns 
of annual net income on the basis 
of actual receipts and disbursements 
in order that their returne of income 
may be susceptible of audit for pur- 
poses of verification.” 

This ruling relates only to income 
derived from the operation of a farm 
and has no relation to t gain or 
profit which may result from the 
sale of the farm. 

Where a farmer exchanges farm 
produce for merchandise. groceries 
or mill products, the market value 
of the article or product received in 
exchange is to be returned as in- 
come. 

A farmer not required to in- 
clude in his income tax return the 
value of farm produce consumed by 
himself and his family.

Eviction of Sailor's Wife at 
Harbor Halted. 


Civil Rights Law for Men in 
Service Evoked. 


Foreclosure Suits go Off the 
Calendar for War. | 


The dependents of men in the 
service of the government, in 
whose behalf the soldiers’ and sail- 
ors’ civil rights law was enacted, 
are finding full protection under 
this act. A woman whose hus- 
band is in the navy received no- 
tice from her landlord that the rent 
of her home in San Pedro would be 
raised from $25 to $30 a month, and 
yesterday was the day set to pay or 
get out. 

This Woman sought out T. W. Rob- 
inson, law librarian. and told him 
her story. Mr. Robinson called up 
the landlord by telephone and read 
the section of the civil rights law 
providing punishment of one year in 
prison or $1000 fine for anyone who 
evicts the dependents of a man in 
service wRhout the consent of the 
court. This saved the navy man’s 
home for his wife and children. 

Motions have been filed in the 
courts by title companies and banks 
asking that foreclosure suits go off 
calendar until after the termination 
of the war. The defendants are 
men in the service of the govern- 
ment. The companies and banks de- 
clared that there wes no desire to 
take advantage of the situation.
